CHAPTER 87.

AN ACT to amend section 1 of chapter 8 of the laws of 1882,
relating to the time of holding courts in the tenth judicial
circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
en senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Terms of court,  SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 3, laws of 1882,
" is amended so as to read as follows: Section 1.
The general terms of the circuit court for the
tenth judicial circuit, shall be held as follows: In
the county of Shawano on Tuesday after the
second Monday in January, and Tuesday after the
first Monday in July. In the county of Door on
Tuesday after the third Monday in February, and
Tuesday after the third Monday in July. In the
county of Marinette on the second Monday in
March, and the second Monday in November. In
the county of Langlade on the last Monday in
March, and Tuesday after the first Monday in Sep-
tember. In the county of Brown on the second
Monday in April, and the first Monday in October.
In the county of Oconto on the second Monday in
May, and the third Monday in September. Inthe
county of Outagamie on the first Monday in June,
and the first Monday in December. In the county
of Florence the fourth Monday of May, and the
fourth Monday of November.
SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 88.

AN ACT declaring Little Yellow River, in Wood county, nav-
igable for logs, and authorizing the improvement thereof for
log-driving purposes.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Navigabtefor  SECTION 1. The Little Yellow River, in the
og county of Wood, where the same runs in and
through sections .nineteen (19), twenty-nine (29),
thirty (30) and thirty-two (82), in township twen-
ty-one (21) north, of range three (8) east, is hereby

declared to be navigable for logs.
SEcTION 2. J. D. Witter, J. E. Ingraham, John
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Daly and H. A. Sampson, their associates and
assigns, are hereby authorized and empowered to
erect and maintain a dam or dams across the said
Little Yellow River, where the same is declared
navigable for logs by section 1 of this act, and
within the limits aforesaid to straighten, deepen
and generally improve the said stream in aid of its
navigability for log driving purposes. And the
said persons named in this section, their heirs and
assigns, in furtherance of the objects and pur-
poses aforesaid, may exercise any and all the
powers, except corporate powers, conferred upon
corporations by section 1777 of the revised stat-
utes. Nothing in this act shall be construed to
authorize the obstructing of said stream so as to
interfere with the free navigation thereof forlogs,
nor to authorize the collection of tolls thereon;
provided, the right of the legislature is hereby re-
served to alter, amend or repeal this act at any
future time.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 89.

AN ACT for the preservation of fish in certain lakes and
streams of Dane county.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEctioN 1. No person between the first day of
April and the tenth day of May each year, shall
take, catch or kill, or attempt to do so, any fish of
any kind from the lakes in Dane county, known
as Wingra, Waubesa, Kegonsa, Monona and Men-
dota, or from any streams or waters in said county
connected therewith, nor shall have in his posses-
sion any such fish when so taken, caught or killed,
and at no time during the year shall any fish be
taken or attempted to be taken from any of said
waters, except by the common hook and line, ex-
cept that white fish may be taken only with a dip
net having a hoop not exceeding thirty inches in
diameter, and then only between the fifteenth day
of November and the fifteenth day of December.
Minnows other than young bass may be taken at
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
